Of 2 Clubs That 
Exclude Women 

Attorney General Edward H. Levi 
said yesterday that he belongs to two 
clubs that bar women from member- 
ship — the Cosmos Club here and the 
Century Club in New York. 

Levi said he favors admitting 
women to both andi added that he 
thinks the clubs’ exclusionary policies 
eventually will change. 

.■^bout four or five years ago, Levi 
told a farewell lunch yesterday with a 
dozen reporters, he resigned from a 
Chicago club because it engaged in 
what he considered “a clear act of dis- ; 
crimination.” i. 

President-elect Jimmy Carter’s ! 
choice for Secretary of Defense, Har- | 
old Brown, is a member of the Cosmos 
Club and the Bohemian Club in San 
Francisco which also excludes women. 

Cyrus R. Vance, Carter’s choice for 
Secretary of State, belongs to the 
Links Club in Manhattan which has 
no black, Jewish or female members, 
according to reliable sources in New 
York. 1 

Vance also belongs to the Metropol- 
itan Club here, which has no women. 

Private club memberships became 
news earlier this week when the Los ! 
-\ngeles Times reported that Attorney 
General-designate Griffin B. Bell was 
a member of two all-white, all-male 
-Atlanta clubs. Bell said Wednesday 
that he would resign from them be- 
cause the attorney generalship “is a 
symbol of equality before the law.” 
Asked for his opinion of Bell, Levi 
said, “I think he’s an able and dis- 
tinguished judge. That doesn’t mean 
I agree with every opinion.”^ 

As for Bell’s private club member- 
ships, Levi said, “I think you have to 
know more about the clubs and know 
about the direction in which they are 
going.” 

According to one source who has 
done extensive research into the mem- 
bership policies of clubs in American 
cities, a large majority do not have 
black members.
